J OSB^MIRO^CARDONA was Cuba * s first Prime Minister 
after the fall 1 of the regime of ex-President FULGENCIO 
BATISTA. He was removed as Prime Minister by "popular 
demand" when FIDEL CASTRO RUZ decided to assume this post. 
MIR0 CARDONA was then appointed as Cuban Ambassador to 
Spain and remained in this position until recalled when 
the Spanish Ambassador to Cuba was declared persona non 
grata. MIRO CARDONA was later named as Cuban Ambassador 
to the United States; however, he never actually assumed 
these duties but in July, 1960, took asylum in the Argentine 
Embassy in Havana, Cuba. After MIRO CARDONA was in asylum 
for approximately 100 days, the Cuban Government finally 
gave him "safe conduct" to leave the country. From Cuba 
he went to Miami and then Argentina but returned to Miami 
during the week of October 17, 1960. 

Although it has been publicly stated that he 
intended to accept a position as professor of law at the 
University of San Juan, from newspaper comments here it 
appears that MIRO CARDONA will remain in the Miami area 
and engage in anti-GASTRO activities.

On November 20, 1959, a confidential informant, who 
is a former resident of Cmba and who had been associated with 
the Caban Army for a great member of years prior to resigning 
in 1959, advised that although he is loyal to Cmba, he is 
extremely anti-Castro. 


On October 24, 1960, informant advised that he had 
recently received information from an old and trusted friend 
in Cmba who holds a high position in the Cuban Revolutionary 
Army and who has previously voiced to the informant his 
disillusionment with the Castro Government. 

This individual advised the informant that the present 
Cuban Government is making preparations to supplement goods 
formerly received from the Waited States through purchases to 
be made by contacts in Spain. Also the Cuban Government is 
presently making plans to jail religious leaders and ether 
functionaries who are opposed to the Cuban Government. 

In conclusion, the Cuban Army official indicated -dint' 
every day more war materials are being received in Cuba and he 
thinks this material will be sent in large quantities to "ether 
places," supposedly to arm South American countries friendly to 
Cuba.

A source, vbo has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised a Special Agent of the FBI on November 1, 
I960, that a young Cuban had just arrived in the United 
States from the vicinity of Guantanamo, Cuba, mho had been 
sent to the United States in order that he mould be protected 
fires punishment by the government of Fidel Castro in Cuba. 

He said that this young man’s father had operated a canning 
plant for many years and mas a fairly wealthy Cuban citizen. 
Me said that the young man hid boon referred to him for 
assistance in the United States by an old friend in Cuba 
in whom he hjas complete faith . He said that this young 
Cuban man had told him that upon his graduation from high 
school he hajd been offered a scholarship by the Cuban 
Government tjo study in Czechoslovakia, and that the young 
man had turned down the scholarship and had thereby become 
an enemy of (the Castro Go v ernm ent . He said that this young 
nan had adv4sed him that the Castro government has seised 
all real estate in Cuba and that rents and mortgage payments 
on houses are now p aid to the governmen t vl Cuba. - Be 
said that ii the omner of a house dies the ownership of the 
property passes to the Cuban Government and not to the heirs 
of the owner . He further advised that if the rent or 
mortgage payments are not net on time a representative of 
the government comes to the house and chooses Whhievsr 
household goods he desires, and takes them away as payment 
for the unpaid rent or mortgage payment. 

He said that this young man had further advised 
him that Fidel Castro is nom entering on a policy of 
taking control of young men from the ages of 1 to 18 years 
in order to educate them along Marxist lines and to deprive 
them of religious education. He said that this young nan 
had advised) him that 20,000 Catholic young men have entered 
into a secret agreement whereby they will die in fighting 
against such a policy of the Cuban Government.

How- 
ever, persons who take the tine or have the equipment to listen 
to these broadcasts are usually anti-GASTRO to begin with. 

CASTRO has not only nade efforts out of his propa- 
ganda organs to convince his own Cuban people, but has also un- 
leashed a propaganda barrage throughout Latin Aeerica and also 
in the United Stages. 

VI-A. GOVERNMENT’S POPULARITY 

Dissatisfaction with the gove rnmen t policies has 
caused a narked decrease in CASTRO* s popularity. He is now re- 
ported to have the support of not nore than thirty-five percent 
of the people, thpse nostly of the lower class. 

His Agrarian Re forn Program has not nade the peasants 
land owners, but merely enployees of the state, and enployees 
not receiving the relatively high wages they received under pri- 
vate enterprise. Also, due to naladninistration of the Agrarian 
Re forn, agricultural production has decreased and has caused 
sone hunger through the countryside. 

The upper and niddle classes have alnost completely 
renounced their allegienee to the CASTRO regime. This has been 
due to the clearly-seen Communist domination of the government, 
almost complete liquidation of private property, and the re- 
pressive measures of a regime where no one not completely in 
sympathy with the government is considered a "counterrevolu- 
tionary" who can be dealt with severely. 

CASTRO has nade a definite attempt to gain the com- 
plete allegienee of the Colored, which group comprises approx- 
imately twenty-five percent of the Cuban population. Numerous 
members of this race have been appointed to high positions in 
the government. The belief of the average Cuban, however, is ' 
that this group cannot be depended upon, as BATISTA had also 
counted on their support and they did nothing to retain him in 
power.

To date the 
counterrevolutionaries have engaged in merely the placement 
of small bombs in] Havana . FIDEL CASTRO, on his return to 
Cuba from his appearance before the United Nations in Mew York, 
gave an open-air speech in front of the presidential palace. 

His speech was interrupted on several occasions by the exploding 
of boad) 8 in the vicinity. CASTRO, visibly shaken, called for 
the establishment of a spy system whereby each house and block 
would have a Cuban agent reporting on his neighbors. He 
claimed that these bombings were instigated by the imperialists 
of the North. 


The government , during the past two weeks, has 
dealt a severe, but not lethal, blow to the counterrevolutionaries 
operating in the kscambray.

XI. ANTI-AMERICANISM IN CUBA 

Cuban Officials have been violent in their atteapts 
to create anti -Americanise among the Cuban people. The United 
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States la continually the talk of propaganda attacks, claims 
being made that Cuba is being continually subjected to various 
means of aggression on the part of the United States. This 
barrage of propaganda has definitely turned the "chusma" 
(rabble) into persons with anti-American sympathies. The 
average Cuban, however, still continues to retain his pro- 
American feelings. However, CASTRO at any time can incite 
a sufficient numbeij to react violently against Americans if 
he so desires.

vities concerning civilians. This division also did patrol 
work on occasion. The DIER also operated agents in foreign 
countries, such as the United States, Mexico and Venezuela, 
and had sections devoted to investigation of travellers, and 
the interception of mall. 

Also connected with the DIER was a youth group 
which went by various names in different parts of the 
country and which was composed of approximately 50,000 
youths between the ages of 12 and 18. They were charged 
with the responsibility of spying on individuals believed to 
be anti -CASTRO and guarding public utilities. These yottths 
had the power of arreBt and were armed. 

Also connected with the DIER were the militias, 
namely the peasants or fanners militia, and the workers militia. 
Membership in these militias is almost compulsory, inasmuch 
as a laborer is not able to obtain a Job unless he is a 
member of a militia. These militias are trained outside of 
working hours and are armed.

CUBAN RELATIONS WITH SOVIET BLOC COUNTRIES 

This source advised tho&the number of Russian, 
Czechoslovakian, Polish and Chine sepias increased greatly 
In Cuba during the last 12 months. He stated that it is 
almost as common to see in Cuba the same number of these 
individuals as it was formerly common to see Americans. 

He stated that these Soviet bloc personnel dressed in 
American type clothes and spoke perfect Spanish. They are 
generally affiliated with the Armed Forces of Cuba, as well 
as with the various agricultural cooperatives. This source 
stated that he has seen many tractors and other agricul- 
tural equipment which was manufactured in the Soviet Union 
or other satellite countries throughout the countryside of 
Cuba. He also advised that in September he personally saw 
a formation of 8 to 10 MIG 19* s flying over Cuba. He 
stated that a friend of his advised him in September i 960 
that he saw 60 MIGs at the air field located at San Antonio 
/de Los Banos. The source^ tated that it is common to see 
Czechoslovakian and BelgmuIK small arms in Cuba. He also 
pointed out that every day's hips from Soviet bloc countries 
arrive at Cuban ports and these ships are unloaded by 
military personnel rather than civilian -Stevedores . Therefore, 
the type of cargo is not generally known to the public 
because of the above security measures. 

ANTI CASTRO ACTIVITIES IN CUBA 

This source estimated that while 8056 of the 
people were pro -CASTRO in 1959, approximately 70$6 of the 
people are now anti -CASTRO. He stated that CASTRO derives 
his main strength from the Communists who are estimated to 
number about 60 , 000 , from the negroes whom he has courted, 
and shiftless individuals who have never done a day's work. 

The source stated that the middle class, the upper class and 
the professional people are almost completely opposed to 
CASTRO, as are many laborers and peasants. ThlB source stated 
that many peasants are presently fighting CASTRO in the 
mountains and many people frequently listen to a radio 
program emanating from Swan Radio, an anti -CASTRO station. 

This source stated that he knows for a fact that there 
is fighting in the following sections of Cuba and estimated 
theVnfctober of Insurgents: 
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Escarabray 1,000 

Unas Toma 300 

Flnar del Rio 500 
Lon&n de Grillo, near Madriga - 300 

In addition to the above, this source stated 
that it is common knowledge that a great deal of fighting 
is taking place in Oriente Province. The source stated that 
within the last month he was in a movie house in attendance 
at an American film which concerned the capture of an 
American Army Officer by North Korean Communists. When the 
hero of this picture called the North Koreans, Communists and 
murderers, the Cuban audience responded by shouting "Cuba, 
si, Russia, no" and other anti -Communist slogans. 

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CUBA 

This source reported that food in Cuba is 
very scarce and expensive. It is common practice to give 
the workers credit at the grocery store rather than the 
cash. The workers therefore are dissatisfied because they 
cannot spend their earnings on luxuries, such as drinking 
and parties as has been their habit. He stated that rice 
and beans, which have been staples in the Cuban diet, are 
now very scarce and of low grade. 

Milk and meat are also becoming scarce and 
collections are being taken up throughout the country to 
buy cows. The people recall with displeasure that the 
Government in 1959 sold a great many cattle to Venezuela. 


Taxes and other Government restrictions have 
made private enterprise almost impossible . Many factories 
and businesses which were Intervened by the Government are 
now closed because of a lack of know-how on the part of the 
Government. Unemployment is extreme. Because of these con- 
ditions, the people are dissatisfied. 
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MILITARY AND NAVAL MATTERS 

The July 26th Movement now exists in name 
only. Most of its former leaders have quit or have been 
Jailed because of their opposition to Communism. The 
Revolutionary Array which was formed by veterans of the 
July 26th Movement is no longer trusted because many of 
its members have defected to the anti -CASTRO forces which 
are now fighting in the mountains. 

This source was told by an eye witness that 
CAMILQfeiENftUEQOS. a here/ of CASTRO* s revolution, 
had an Argument with RAUX CASTRO shortly before CAMUO 
disappeared. CAMILO, who was greatly respected by his men 
and who was known to be^ppposed to Communism, had counter- 
manded an order o£ A - qrr * Rn the distribution 

of Communist propagandft 'to members of the kray. It is ^{JQA 
generally suspected that he was murdered by the Governmeiiir 1 " ' 
because of his opposition to RAUL CASTRO's Coeasunist in- 
fluence in the array. Since FIDEL CASTRO cannot trust the kray, 
he organized militias of workers and peasants which he 
uses to fight the Revolutionaries in the mountains • This r * 
source noted that CASTRO never sends the Revolutionary K 

kray to the mountains to fight, apparently because he feels 
that they will desert and Join the eneny . The source stated 
that the Cuban Government claims that it has 300,000 
trained persons udder arms and hopes to have 500,000 
trained persons under arum by October 10, i960, the date 
of a traditional Cuban holiday, at which time they are 
to take part in a demonstration.

AVE you been.having terrible luck late- 
ly? Take heart, because science has news 
1 for you. You can improve your hick-*— 
and permanently, at that. 

Experts in human behavior, dipping 
into me role luck plays in our lives, are 
coming up with the surprising conclusion 
that we have more' control over the elusive Dame 
Fortune than we realize. 

A well-known psychologist points out that just as 
some persons are said to be accident-prone because 
of physical or emotional characteristics, we can 
actually make ourselves “luck-prone” by going at it 
the right way. 

Dr. Grace E. Lauro, another psychologist who 
has studied the strange and baffling behavior of 
chance, agrees: “It is definitely possible to change 
our so-called ‘bad luck.* The key lies in trying to 
adopt certain traits of character and personality that 
will attract good hick. 

“Time after time I have seen patients who be- 
moaned their constant succession of bad breaks be- 
come a good deal ‘luckier’ in their daily lives.” 

For example, a businessman who blamed his fail- 
ures on “just plain rotten luck all my life” is far 
more successful now. He opened a new clothing store 
in a suburban shopping centre and is thriving. An 
18-year-old girl who ascribed her inability to get 
along in school and her social life to “one miserable 
break after another” now finds herself^ dating regu- 
larly and happy in a job. With professional help, 
both were able to look objectively at themselves 
and to find the courage and confidence to do some- 
thing about their deficiencies. You can do the same. 

What’s the secret? 

Psychologist Melvin M. Katz says: “We can make 
our own luck. What most people call the ‘breaks’ is 


really making better use of our own powers in going 
after die goals we seek. By making ourselves more 
r ece pti ve to the o p p o rt uni ties that come our way, 
we can make ourselves luck-prone.” 

Dr. Edmund C. Neuhaus, a clinical psychologist, 
points out that the overwhelming majority of hap- 


penings we call luck have actually been created by 
luck-prone persons, wtjo have made themselves that 
way. i 

“Sudden instances of good fortune such as profit- 
able investments, awards, remarkable jobs, discov- 
eries, even escapes from accident or death are rarely 
the result of pure chancfc,” he says. 

Even card players \tfio win consistently are not 
just lucky, he points oi i. Rather, they apply shrewd- 
ness and skill to redude the possibility of loss to a 
minimum. So-called ‘jaccidental” discoveries that 
made fortunes are usually anything but that. 

Thomas A. Edison, for instance, discovered the 
filament that lights in a bulb by “accident” After 
more than a year’s fruitless hunt for a filament, dur- 
ing which he tested innbmerable substances, his fin- 
gers one night happened to fall on a lump of lamp- 
black mixed with tar. Ijdly, he played with it, twist- 
ing and pulling it. Finally he rose, sighed and began 
cleaning off his blackened fingers. Suddenly he 
stopped — he had pulled the lamp black into a 
string. Would this work? He tried it, and the carbon 
in the substance finally did the trick. 

Pure luck? Of course not. “Putting it simply,” 
says Dr. Neuhaus, “Edison was ready for an oppor- 
tunity when it came his way.” 

How, then,, can you become luck-prone? 

Psychologists &pd psychiatrists agree on this basic 
rule: “By preparing yobrself as carefully and thor- 
oughly as possible so that you will reach out and 
grab a chance when it flbats your way.” 


There are four traits or nte naoits you can try iu 
cultivate to expose yourself as much as possible to 
“lucky breaks”: 

1. Develop your bump of curiosity. 

“The more curious you are,” advises Dr. Lauro, 
“the more you explore things in and around you, 
the more likely you will be to recognize and* grab an 
opportunity, and turn it to your advantage.” 

A man named W. E. Gaine accidentally dropped 
a sheet of cotton rag paper into a pan of sulphuric 
acid. Of course, the paper was ruined but Gaine, an 
intensely curious man, noted that it was now strange- 
ly translucent Instead of turning away and getting 
on with his work, he dipped another sheet of paper 
into the acid and v the same thing happened. The 
ultimate result of his curiosity: vegetable parchment, 
a paper widely used for legal documents and maps 
and by nearly every store that sells food. 

Curiosity alerts you to chances and prods you to 
exploration that can pay off in a jackpot. You can 
be on your way to looking into a new business idea, 
a short cut in production that can save your firm 
money and win you a promotion, a job change or a 
new activity that can enhance your civic and com- 
munity prestige. 

At lunch one day at Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, Md., a laboratory assistant, Constantic 
Fahlberg, discovered the food he touched was 
sweeter than anything he had ever known. A sub- 
stance he’d been mixing in a vat hadn’t been washed 
off his hands properly. Instead of shaigging off the 
incident, he was intrigued and investigated. Luck, 
plus a very healthy curiosity, gave the world sac- 
charine. 

2. Acquire a little streak of recklessness. 

“Be adventuresome,” advises Dr. Neuhaus. “Don’t 
be afraid to take chances. Missed opportunity is the
